What Qadhafi Represents 


Some people that Libya's Col 

Moamer QadhaH is mad. Even more thinic 
that whet^ he is mad or not, he is bad, 
dangerous, a menace to the peace of the 
world. Thus there has been a good deal of 
talk, in and out of Washington, of direct a^ 
don against the Libyan dictator. Fonner Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissit^ger said recently, 
in an unguarded moment, that if Utya had 
been “t&en care of,” Egypt’s President 
Anwar Sadat might be alive to^y. 

‘ CoL Qadhafi may indeed be mari But he 
may also be quite sane, using-the imten^ered 
rhetoric violence and of TslaTnir struggle to 
siq)port the national and personal ambitions 
less dr amat ic men work for in conven- 
tional ways. Given the religious and political 
assumptions upon which his policy is based 
— of Islamic reconstruction, Zionist conspir- 
acy, Arab revolutions and inqierialist coun- 
tenev<dution — it is reasonable wirwigh for 
him to demand t^t pro-Westem leaders in 
Egypt, Chad, Sudan and elsenbeie in the 
Tsla^ c world be overthrown. It is not in the 
least mad for him to acc^t the hdp offered 
by the Soviet UnioiL -He and they have the 
same shmt-term goal to weaken the West. 

It is not mad, merely murderously imscru- 
pulous, for him to underwrite terrorism in 
Europe and the Middle East, since this too 
weak^ the enemy. Another Moslem might 
question such a lac^ of scruple in a man who 
purports to serve Islam’s values. CoL 
Qadhafi came to Paris a few years ago on a 
state viat and said he warned to ^bate 
Western reli^ous leaders, not meet politi- 
dans. But his debates now end in gunfire and 
explosions — death and 

CoL Qadhafi is certaiitiy the enen^ of the 
United States he prodaims hifnsdf to be — 
enemy of America's frimds, deadly friend of 
their enemies. To this, there are appropriate 
r^onses. The colonel’s enemies in re- 
gion can be he^ied to defend themselves, as 
the United States is doing. Political and eco- 
nomic reprisals could be imposed upon Li- 
bya for its actions, to malre lil^fans under- 
stand that there are costs to a policy of ter- 
rorism. In the past, Washington has pre- 


fdred to have it both ways in this respect: to 
buy Libyan oil and sell American euq>orts to 
Libya, ^lile loudly denouncing Libya as an 
international outlaw. 

But there has been a new and harsher tone 
in recent statements frmn Washington — as 
if Qadhafi him-seif were really the trouble, 
tile only trouble, and as if his remo^ could 
make the decisive change in the Middle East 

It would not do so, (tf course. Resistance 
to the West to the old colonial powers and 
their allies, to westernization its^ — often 
with untempered violence — has been a force 
in Arab and Islamic affairs almost as long as 
the Middle East has had contact wi& the 
modem West 

Libya, which lived by piracy in the 18th 
and 19tb centuries (hence the U.S. Marines' 
acquaintance with **the shores of TripolT) 
became an early center of the radical Smussi 
Islamic movement in the mid-19th century. 
In our own century, Libya’s Soiussi have un- 
successfully fought the French in the Sahara, 
the Italians in Libya itsdf, the JMtish in 
Egypt They were stffl fi ghting the Italians as 
late as World War n. The late King Idris, 
deposed by Qadhafi's coup d*6tat in 1969 
(and nostalgically looked back upon by 
Washington today as a conservative and con- 
structive figure), had actually him«rff been a 
turbulent and octant nationalist 

The notion of solving problems.by getting 
rid of individuals is the ddntion which has 
seduced Qadhafi himself. We do not need it 
in Washii^ton. Pretideot Anwar Sa^t was a 
remaikable individual but be was also repre- 
sentative of an Egyptian nationalism with 
roots in the colonial period, ^^lich exhibited 
qualities of pragmatism, shrewdness, a sense 
oi history, under General Naguib and Cdo- 
nel Nasser, as weD. as under Sadat Bdiind 
Qadhafi there is anH intemperate 

tradition of nationalism, tribal and xencqsho- 
bic, which is not confin^ rnerdy to Libya in 
the Islamic world. It was a factor in tiie af- 
fairs of the region before Col Qadhafi 
stqiped out of ranks of the Libyan Army.

Libya’s U.S. G)iineclion 


There is wide agreement that Libya has as 
purely evil and mischievous a leader, 
Moamer Qadhafi, as exists anywhere. His 
cackling over the murder of Anwar Sadat 
expresses the essence of the man. But why is 
be the menace that be indubitably is? Part of 
it is his Soviet connection, but a la^ part is 
his American cormection. As the su^e larg- 
est purchaser of Libyan oU, the Unit^ States 
is, financially speaking, the leading sponsor 
of Libyan adventurism and terror. 

Edwin Meese 3d, counselor to the presi- 
dent, when questioned this week, made a 
glancing reference to the **balaxice cX inter- 
ests” that the United States has with Libya. 
Ilien he slid ofS onto the easier terrain of 
U.S. military cooperation with the real and 
Jikdy targets of Lilian aggrestioiL 

Such co(^>eration and the protectimi and 
assurance that accompany it are certainly a 
necessary aspect of American policy to und- 
erline in the fragile post-Sadat enviromoenL 
But w^t can the intended beneficiaries of 
American patronage understand when ch^ 
contemplate the “balance of interests'' that 
the adntinistration maintains with the Li- 
lian regime? How serious about CoL 
Qadhafi wQI anyone think Ronald Reagan is

and as long as American corqianies pourbil- 
Ikms into Libya's oil coffers every yt^ 
Imagne the electrifying effect of an Amer- 
ican announcement that the United Slates no 
longer has a “balance of intoests” with Li- 
bya, but that it has a sh^e interest: to do 
whatever it l^ally can to isolate, weaken and 
punish and hurt Col Qadhafi, finandally as 
well as poUtically, and to take the United 
States out of bankroll him. 

Imagine an adminurtration aimoimcenieat 
that it was goii^ to take the Libyan case to 
the United Nations and that, if Libya’s pro- 
tectors f<til an effort there, the Unitra Stetes 
would finally join the many other nations 
that have already cut most of their ties, m- 
duding (be k^ economic ties, with 
It wtil be said that Libya can sdl its oil and 
find tffidinidans eUewhm that the Soviets 
will move in more deq>br, that there will be 
costs, and so on. But none of these ar^ 
ments can tnitweigb the advantage cS en&ig 
American equivocation and putting the Unit- 
ed States squarely on the opposite side of the 
fence from a gangster r^me.

The Right Help for Sudan 


Sudan does need help. Economically stridc- 
en and politically unsteady, this vast African 
country is threatened by Libya's Colond 
Qadhafi the more so since President Sa- 
dat. Sudan's protector, was slain. Speeding 
American arms to Khartoum might 
discourage an invasion by Libya’s occupa- 
tion troops in neighboring Chad. But Su- 
dan's overriding needs are economic, and 
here, surely, Saudi Arabia should be at least 
as forthcoming as the Umted States. 

^ypt has an obvious stake in the survival 
of Sudan’s President Nimeirl one of the few 
Moslem leaders to attend Sadat's funeral. 
Whoever controls Sudan controls the head- 
waters of the Nile; a Libyan presence there 
would be a dagger at Egypt’s underbuy. 
Cairo hu persistently pleaded with Washing- 
ton to deliver quicltiy on a promised $100 
million in military sales, including two dozen 
F-S and F-6 fighter planes. 

But the most pervasive threat to Nimeiti 
lies closer to home. The country's agricultur- 
al production has plummeted; the worst sin- 


gle event has been a 50 percent dedme tince 
1976 in cotton, the main cash crop. The for- 
eign reserve cupboard is bare as Khartoum 
tries to cope with the highest debt service 
payments in Africa. Privation fee^ unrest, 
and ajitte^ government has reporte^y filled 
the jafls with thousands of political prisoners. 

To help ke^ Sudan afloat, the Reagan ad- 
ministration proposes $55 milli on m,pconom- 
ic aid, about the same as last year. Even that 
inadequate relief is uncoiain if Congress 
once again fails to vote any fmeign aid bill 
and tnerely renews appn^riations at past 
levels. And the arms sde is stalled because 
Saudi Arabia has yet to provide the promised 
financing. 

If Sudd’s underi^ng conditions are not 
improved, Qadhafi ne^ only wait for the 
Khartoum regime to collapse. An even lai^r 
dose of economic aid would be a wise strata 
^ investment And if the Saudis really share 
America’s strat^c concerns, then here, as in 
Egypt, is the place to prove it

Robert Leuci, the Real ^Prince of the City’*

N ew YORK — He looks in 
the mirTor. and he sees a 

crack. 

So tough, this business of life 
colliding with an. Retired detec- 
tive Roben Leud, star of screen 
once removed, sits in a New 
York cinema with his 1 1-year-old 
daughter. Sautina, watching 
Treat Williams portray Bob Leu- 
d in "Prince of the City." 

Halfway through this epic of 
morality and justice — ab<mt the 
guilt of a crooked cop the 
public repeniaoce that destroyed 
some of his colleagues — Sautina 
hugs her father's arm and 
whispers, "Daddy, how cotiid 
you snitch on your frieuds?** 

A beat, a pause that nearly 
stops his bean and sends him 
reeling back thim^ the Eve 
years of agony he t^easbed on 
the New York police force and 
his family and the U.S. Justice 
Department and his own psyche. 
He F^ains his coixqiosure: the 
same tough Sicilian determina- 
tion that let him wear a wire and 
make clandestine tape recordings 
of men he'd dealt vath for years 
and help send them tojaiL 
He says to Santina, 'That’s a 
complicated question and ITl 
talk about it unth you later." 

TikeSamsoD* 

Three years ago, Robert Daley 
wrote in his book "Prince of the 
Gty: The True Sioiy of a Cop 
Who Knew Too Much": 

"Leuci prided himself on being 
a tough cop — they aO did — but 
in the end he proved far less 
tough than any of the others. Per- 
hiqss be had more conscience 
than they did, or perhaps he 
merely was troubled by what all 
of tbm were doing. In any case; 
^ was the one who step^ for- 
ward. and. in so doing, brought 
on the ruin of everyone 
else. . . . Like Samson, he first 
did penance, and then he pulled 
the tenqile down.'' 

For seven years, from 1965 to 
1972, Bob Lead was an under- 
cover narcotics cop in New Yoric, 
a prince of the city, making basts 
on the one hand and deals with 
bis fdlow cops on the other. 
Many of the people he worked 
with were of Italian descent and 
the old Italian adogg was apt- 
The left hand wawes the right 


and the right hand washes the 
left and both hands wash the 
face." You held a little dope

For better or worse, in 1972 
Bob Leuci met a New York Oty 
prosecutor oamed Nidc Sooppek 
ta. Leud had already pocketed 
about S 1 8.000, and he muld pic- 
ture his immortal soul the way it 
had been depicted to him as a kid 
in the Baltimore Catechism: a 
pure white miik bottle turned 
black by the grievous offense of 
mortal sin. He knew uduu he was 
up against He bad seen "The 
Godfather" three He un- 

derstood that equating silence 
mth honor was part of every Ital- 
ian kid's DNA. 

FaAer Confessor 

But Leud sensed that Scappet- 
la could be a father confessor, 
would help him do petumce. And 
Scoppetta Imen* that Leud was 
one m the best detectives on the 
force, a guy wbo knew was 
goii^on. 

Finally Leud confessed to 
Scoppetta, taped friends and ac- 
quaintances and testified gainst 
them, watched 50 of his col- 
leagues get indicted, one go cra- 
zy, two commit sitidde. 

Through all the isolation, the 
humiliation, the distrust, he 
one source of solace: ins nife, 
Gina, and thdr childRa, Antho- 
ny and Santina. 

And now even Santma stares 
— the game little gill who had to 
be escorted to school by federal 
marshals toting submarine 
when mobsters and dealers and 
most New Yoik cops vtaated U> 
serve her father for Thanksgiving 
dinner — now even Santina is 
asking: "Daddy, how could you 
snitch on your Mends?”

He’s walking like a drunk, ex- 
plaining how he used to work as 
a decoy in Times Square to lure 
pickpo^ts so his partners could 
move in. He talks about some 
crazy busts. "A beautiful bu^" 
be says. Tfs like writing a story. 
You do the reporting and tbm 
you put it all toother." 

He is trying to say that he 
would like to be an investigative 
jmjmalist now that he has re- 
tired from the force, now that he 
has made about a half-milUon 
dollars from tbe book and the 
film about him, now that be has 
nothing but tima.

Tbere^s still 
something about him that cringes 
when he gets too dose to these 
Justic Department types. 

One night, Leud goes off with 
Rndi Giuliani — now assodate 
attorney generaL No, 3 at Ju^ 
tice; then one of the federal pro- 
secutors working with Leud. 

la the film, for legal reasons, 
Giuliani is called Mario Vm- 
cente, is Dan^ Qel- 
lo and Scoppetta is Rick Gappal- 
ioo. "Dramatically accurate fac- 
tually inaccurate," Giuliani says. 
And then, T can’t believe how 
well I come off.”
